TORNADO IN ILLINOIS. 


Much Damage Wrought »rd Several Por- 


BOIIK Reported Injured 


Aurora, 111., Aug 10.— A tornado and 


hail storm, carrying destruction in Its 
path, swept through the country here yes- 
terdav afternoon, unrooflng buildings, 
stripping 
fields 
and " uprooting trees 


Much Bbook waa killed, 'ihe storm broke 
about 8 80 o'clock. Tha storm center was 
about five milus southeast of the city, the 
tornado traveling In a northeasterly direc- 
tion. Its path through tre north end o! 
Kendall county, the northwest corner of 
Will and the south end o£ Dupoge, rang 
ing from a mile to three miles in width 
Is a scene of complete devastation. Corn 
fields wore stripped to the stalks by tho 
hall, and the etalks flattened to the 
groun \ by the wind that followed In Its 
wake. Oats and other small grain in the 
shook are beaten Snto the earth and par- 
tially threshed. „ Scarcely a tree la left 
standing in the main* track of the storm, 
und scores ^f barns are unrooted or rated.

Ignored-Affairs of the City 


in General—Bills 


Paid. 


The council meeting held last night 


was replete with surprised and exalting 
events. 


The mayor vetoed the ordinance pro&lb- 


Ulng bicyclers from riding on the Bide- 
walks and was sustained by a vote of 18 
to 1. Then came the surprising resolu- 
tion from Bold, In Which he recited that 
Colonel Keefe had used olty moneys and 
property to improve bis property without 
the knowledge oi> authority of the ooueoll 
and It was suggested that a committee be 
appointed to investigate. 
Finally the 


resolution wound up by sayln'g that the 
olty attorney Bbould'take steps to recover 
the money thus spent. A highly eioltlng 
debate followed this on the merit of the 
resolution and It anally ended by the res- 
olution being referred to the street and 
allay committee by a vote of 10 to 4. 


Liquor licenses were granted, the curb- 


stone ordinance wasf delayed and an ordi- 
nance making the wlunteer department 
a part of the city fire department was read 
and referred. The question of a tax OB 
vehicles was also brought through a com- 
munication and placed on file. 


A big orowd was present In the lobby 


art night before the meeting began roost 


E them being properlty owners on North 
treet or contractors Who had b« on tbe 
paving. But one or two wheelmen were 
noticeable. 


The first thing after the reading of the 


minutes came the petition from the wheel- 
men's olnb asking the council to knock 
out th» bloyole ordinance. 
It said that 


the ordinance would benefit no one except 
those engaged In the transportation of tbe 
people and gave a long list of reasons why 
It should be vetoed. The statement was 
well prepared and showed some hard 
work and nice calculations about the use 
of wheels In tbe city. The main fact was 
brought before the council that so nmny 
persons could not use tdelr wheels In bad 
weather if tbe ordinance were passed. It 
was carried that this petition be placed 
on file and then the olerk read a short 
message from Mayor Taylor, whlob was 
as follows: 
"I herebyTeturn tbe within ordinance 


without my approval. If It should be- 
come a law It would work many hard- 
ships on those who use the wheel to con- 
vey them to and from business In outly 
ing districts on unpaved streets. Opon 
Investigation I find that 90 percent of the 
citizens do not object to the sidewalks be- 
ing used for wheels on unpaved streets. I 
would not oppose an ordinance regu'ating 
speed and manner of tiding." 


Tbe roll was then culled on sustaining 


the veto and the mayor was sustained by 
a vote of 18 to 1, Bold alone voting no 
This will make tbe bicyclists breathe free 
again, while It is quite probable that they 
will be extremely careful about running 
into anyone on the walks. 


As a sort of compromise, perhaps, or to 


show tbad they have the right spirit, tbe 
wheelmen presented a communication ad- 
vising that a tax be levied on vehicles in 
the city. The tax should be levied in

1 Principles.

Ho, but on the contrary, many 


things lay bare tbe fact that they are not 
honest in these claims. Tbeie waa not a 
Democrat in the land who bellaveJ that 
the greatest business depression and tbe 
hardest times the country ever saw would 
follow, immediately, the restoration of 
tbe control of government to the Demo- 
cratic party.

An American Woman's Many Ob- 


«taclen In u German UnlvernMy. 
An American woman who has taker 


her Ph. D. at Gottingen writes in u 
private letter the following account oi 
her work^n getting her doctrcss degree 
and the festivities after it: 


"The cablegram told you that 1 


passed the much-dreaded ordeal cum 
laude. Of course you wlbh to know nil 
about it, but the tale if> so long it can 
only -be givcm m broad Hues. You re- 
member when I came to Gottingen two 
years ngo I wrote you that the junior 
professor in German would not udmil 
me to his seminary or his lectures, bul 
lire head of this department, dear old 
Prof IK-yne, told me not to attempt to 
conciliate him; that he would give me 
all the work necessary to obtain my de- 
cree. When the permisbion came from 
the cultus minister at Berlin to be ex- 
amined, the objector, although by my- 
self and powerlebs, thundered and 
roared both publicly .md prhntcly, and 
thus brought the whole woman ques- 
tion to the front again. Tho faculty, 
headed by Prof. Heyne, decided that tliu 
whole matter must be kept from me, 
but, as if. always, the case, it got to my 
ears and, of course, irrently increased 
my anxiety. All the trouble and delay, 
added to the effects of my havd work, 
almost caused a physical collapse, but 
by force of will I managed to keep my 
nerves under, and have come through 
in laiily good bhape. I feel that I have 
done my last pioneer work in 
an.v 


'cause.' It is too wearing on both body 
and spirit. 
Henceforth I shall leave 


such -work to those wlio have tbe phil- 
anthropic reformatory temperament. 


"The examination itself was about 


what you would expect it to be-os'a 
test of knowledge in three different 
subjects—a, farce if you are not known 
by your examiners, v,hich is usually 
the 'case in your Nebe'nfnchcr.

Germans are ier^ (find, to get a 'euni 
Ipudo.' Personally, I am satisfied, but 
for the 'cause' shrVuId ha\e felt happier 
over n 'magna.' From my obsertation 
I think it have done much more work 
than, the .uerage student, and without 
conceit can say I know 
something 


about my subjects in the German sense 
of knowing. 
"When I returned to the waiting- 


room at the close of the- examination 
(eight p. in.) I found it full of people of 
both sexes with flowers nnd 
laurel 


wreaths During my ab<*nce my lojid- 
lady had hung my door with garlands 
of evergreen and arranged the flowers 
which had armed in the meantime on 
the taTsle in the mirfrlle of the room. 
Then, chaperoned by Mr. and Mrs. 
, 


I was taken to the finest restaurant in 
town for supper. When J came to din- 
ner at the, pension the next day I found 
my chair wound around with greens 
by the sen ants, and one after the other 
of the Tischgeaellschaft came to me 
with flowers, which were put around 
my plate msuch profusion that I could 
hardly see over them., The olirnax was 
reached when one of the German Th. 
D.'s came in with a laurel wreath, tied 
with the colors of the philosophical 
faculty, which, he put on my head to the 
great glee of the rest. I felt a bit silly, 
but It made a jolly time and showed the 
good will of all. 
"I have been banqueted by ttie Ameri- 


cans at the rooms of two of the lady 
members of the colony. Besides all this, 
a banquet was arranged for me at my 
apartments, entirely German. 
The 


menu consisted of all kinds of butter- 
brod, black, brown and white, 'belegt* 
with every kind oi cheese. Wurst and 
schinken, -with potato «salod and egg* 
and beer. After these substantiate the 
long table was removed and a smaller 
one was laden with punch howl, wine 
glosses and all sorts of bon bong and 
ca-lcei. A speech was made in honor of 
the new doctor, who responded as 
gracefully as she was able. Student 
songs, a very amusing- mock examina- 
tion, etc. In this company 'were my 
private tutors with their wives and 
some other German friend*."—^Ration.
